Germans Doubt the Feasi- 
bility of Disarmament. 


American Political Affairs 
Discussed in Reichstag. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

BERLIN, March 30.-—Chancellor Von 
Bethmann-Holiweg in the Reichstag 
today discussed disarmament’ and in- 
ternational arbitration, but without 
departing from the known standpoint 
of the German government. The im- 
perial Chancellor saw the chief difi- 
culty in a disarmament agreement in 
the impossibility of supervision of In- 
dividual states. 

“Control over these,” he sald, “I re- 
gard as absolutely impracticable. The 
mere attempt to control would have 
no other result than continual mutual 
distrust and universal turmoil. | 

“General disirmament is an insolu- 
ble problem so . "¢ a5 men are men. 

“It will remain i uve that the weak 
will be the prey of the strong. I 
any nation feels that it is unable long- 
er to spend certain amounts for de- 
fensive purposes, inevitably will 
drop to second rank. We Germans, In 
our exposed situation, cannot shut,our 
eyes to this reality,” he said. : 

“The nations, including Germany,” 
said the Chancellor, “have been talking 
disarmament since the first Hague con- 
ference, but nowhere has a practical 
plan been proposed. Great Britain 
wishes the limitation of armaments, 
but simultaneously wants a superior, 
or equal fleet. Any conference on this 
subject is bound to ve fruitless. No 


i standard for a limitation can be found. 


Any conceivable proposal would be 
shattered on the question of control.” 
Von Bethmann-Holiweg instanced 
Napoleon's limitations of the Prussian 
army when Prussia, adhering to the 
letter of her treaty, trained a four- 
fold army by shorteni the period of 
training. Germany is willing, he said, 
to accept the English proposal for ex- 
change of information regarding navy 
building programmes. He accepted the 
idea of arbitration in principle, but uni- 
versal arbitration was as im- 
possible of accomplishment as uni- 
versal disarmament. By this principle, 
two nations like the United States and 
Great Britain could geal the de facto 
Status, but if new questions arise, ar- 
bitration might prove {nadequate. 
The Chancellor's speech was made tn 
the discussion of resolutions offered by 
Socialists and Radicals for an exten- 
sion of international arbitration and 
the limitation of armaments, 
Count Von Kanitz, Conservative, de- 
voted his speech to American affairs, 
contrasting the speech of Commander 
William 8. Sims of the American navy 
at the Guild Hall, London, which called 
forth a reprimand from President Taft, 
with the utterances of Congressman 
Champ Clark, concerning the annexa- 
tion of Canada, saying: 
“While an American naval officer is 
assuring Englend' of the friendship of 
the United States, a future President 
of that nation is talking of the ab- 
sorption of Canada.” 
Canadian reciprocity, he said, raised 
the point of what compensatory favors 
were to be had by Germany. Of the 
proposed Anglo-American arbitration 
the speaker said the plan promised lit- 
tle if questions like that of the Mon- 
roe doctrine were excluded.

GEN, CHAFFEE CALLS UPON “ELI” 
TO COME OUT. 


Interesting Recit#! of Early Days 
in Los Angeles—Modest Man From 
Arizona Tells of Boom Days, and 
How First Railway Was Built 
_ Through Streets of City. 


A large audience of ladies and gen- 
tlemen listened to the address of BF. 
P. Clark last night at the Young Men's 
Christian Association, upon the topic: 
“Los Angeles; from Pueblo te Me- 
tropolis.” 

The speaker was neatly presented to 
his old friends, in an unique address 
by Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, who. first 
related some appetizing anecdotes, and 
poetically referred to the Y.M.C.A. as 
“one of the roses grafted upon the 
roots of the old «pueblo.” He then 
sald: 

“I received a note asking me to tn- 
troduce Mr. Clark. Do you know, when 
I read that note I thought it was the 
funniest stunt since the departure of 
Mr. Roosevelt. He is one of you: you 
know him and love him, and an in- 
troduction would be superfluous, but 
it is a very great pleasure for me to 
say to my friend: Ell, come forward 
and address this audience of your 
friends.” Ell came, amidst great ap- 
}plause and laughter. 

Mr. Clark began by reviewing the 
very early history of Southern (Cal- 
ifornia, and the founding of the Pueblo 
de Los Afigeles in the year 1781: ran 
it down briefly for sixty years to the 
time when the first tourists arrived in 
1841, and on to 1848, when the 3000 pop- 
ulation Was reduced to 1600 by the 
exodus caused by the northern gold 
excitement,

He there met several Los Angeles 
men, and was persuaded to lend 
money to fintsh an electric road which 
was planned for Maple:-avenue and 
Pico street. It developed that the 
promoters would not be able to pay 
out, 80 a trade was made to turn over 
the property. He, having secured the 
property, planned an extensive sys- 
term and. proposed to the City Councll 
that his company be granted a fran- 
chise on certain streets, for a pertod 
of fifty years. This was done and 
thus began the preliminary work of 
the present street railway system. 
“He wrote to his brother-in-law in 
Arizona, to come to Los Angeles and 
join tn this work. January 1, 1891, 
ground was broken by the Consoll- 
dated Electric Ratiway Company, 
with Gen. M. H. Sherman as presi- 
dent. His struggles and trials, the 
obstacles, bank failures of 1893, the 
great railroad strike in 1894, and the 
depression of those years, no one 
knows, who did not go through it. The 
result of that beginning is the pres- 
ent electric railroad system in and 
about Los Angeles, than which there 
ie no better in the world.” 

Mr. Clark has modestly left himself 
out of this recital, but he was the 
visitor from Arizona in 1890, and was 
the executive man in the struggles of 
the Consolidated Electric Railway 
Company, which afterwards became 
the valuable Los Angeles Pacific, and 
was recently sold to the Pacific Elec- 
tric Company for a vast sum.

Advocates of the Affirmative and 
of the Negative Receive Hearty 
Applause and It Is Clear From the 
Outset That the Meeting Is Not All 
One Way. 


Two hundred men and women ate 
the good food and listened to the good 
speeches of the occasion, at the Col- 
lege Men's Association banquet, at 
Hambureger’s last night.

ing would not be all one way. Thé first 
remarks of Lynn Helm, the retiring 
president, indicated that at least one 
member of the association was not 
yet converted'to political equality. Mra, 
Simonds the case for suffrage 
with a clever speech, declaring Wom- 
en to be as well equipped for citigen- 
ship as mén in education, in 
conscience and in social conscious- 
ness. 

Mrs. Lippincott made the first speech 
for the opposition, in which she said 
that some great men admit that their 
wives are largely responsible for their 
success and she conceived the in- 
spiration of manhood to be woman's 
true sphere. The secret of this, a na- 
tion's greatness lies in its sanctified 
motherhood and women, she said, dare 
not neglect the home for the political 
macistrom. Charity, she continued, 
must be kept out of politics and suyf- 
frage she regarded as a step toward 
socialism, free love, the care of: chil- 
dren by the State and motherhood di- 
a mere economic institu- 
tionalism. Woman suffrage would by 
this very process undo women by rob- 
bing motherhood of its precious in- 
dividuality. 

Mra. Caswell followed Mrs. Lippin- 
cott, saying that children are ——— 
by lawe and therefore should ha 
votes if women are entitied to vote for 
this reason. She said that it is not 
true that if suffrage won, the women 
who do not want the ballot would not 
have to use it. On the contrary, she 
said that they dare not trust their in- 
terests to the Women who do want 
the ballot. Women, she said, want to 
strike and not be struck. They do not 
suffer any practical injustice which the 
ballot can right. Outside of politics 
women can study the great questions 
on their alone. 

‘Mrs. Tolhurst made the concluding 
argument for suffrage in which she re- 
ferred to the sanity and progress of 
New Zealand, Norway and Sweden, 
where the woman is voting with the 
same common sense with which she 
cooks for her family and where a baby 
is born every hour. She said that the 
world has never seen a real republic 
because even democratic forms of gov- 
ernment have suffered the handicap of 
sex clase legislation. 

She thought that women police and 
women juries, are both desirable. She 
likened the anti-suffragists to the ori- 
ental woman who does not want to be 
educated or the Chinese woman who is 
proud of her deformed little feet. She 
said the sophistry that should be used 
in proving that water does not run 
down hill is now being employed to 
prove that a government in which 
half the governed are not represented 
is a matter of fairness.

Horticultural Commissioner Is 
Directing Rigid Inspection to Pre- 
vent the Access of Any Tree 
Troubles—Two Indians, Graduates 
of Federal Schools, to Wed. 


RIVERSIDE, March 3. — County 


Horticultural Commissioner Cundiff, | 


who’has just returned from a visit 
to the eastern parts of the county, re- 
ports that there are record-breaking 
quantities of nursery stock now being 
received and planted in a number of 
the fertile valley districts. , 

The receipts and plantings are espe- 
clally heavy in the Beaumont and 
Banning districts. Apples and cher- 
ries are the principal kinds of trees 
being sct out at Beaumont, while at 
Banning there are large tracts belng 
set to almonds, apricots and peaches, 
At Hemet and San Jacinto, walnuts, 
apricots and peaches are being 
ceived and set ouf in unusually large 
quantities. All of the stock, which is 
shipped into the county, is being in- 
spected by the deputies of the com- 
missioner before it is taken away from 
the station. In addition to this line of 
work, the commissioner and his depu- 
ties are inspecting the nursery stock 
of citrus trees, which are being sent 
from this county to Arizona and to 
Tulare county.

The Vernon hog-raisers were repre- 
sented by a committee of twelve at a 
meetling in Baldwin Park held by the 
improvement association several nights 


‘lago. The committee stated, through | 
Attorney Gesner Williams, that it was 


at present representing fifty-three hog- 
raisers of Vernon having 14,500 hogs 
in their possession. The Vernon hog 
men stated that they did not want to 
move the hogs to the San Gabrtel 
River; that it would cost them $10,000 
te do so; that the movement started 
in what used to be the Sixth Ward of 
Los Angeles city against the hog in- 
dustry was a political one, and that 
the residents of the Sixth Ward had 
net taken apy action against hog 
raising until stirred to action by the 
framing a city ordinance over 4@ 
year ago. fee: 

This crusade against Vernon hog- 
raisers, in the allegation of some of 
the Vernon men, has been precipitated 
by the swill purveyors for the purpose 
of foreing them to accept land at a 
high rental alang the river, and to use 
the swill of the company at the com- 
pany's own price. 

Col. Lynch of the garbage company 
was present at the meeting, but had 
no prepared statement refuting what 
was said on behalf of the Vernon 
hog-raisers. The Vernon men say that 
the land now proposed for rental by 
the garbage company at $20 per acre 
per year, was recently offered to them 
for $4 per acre by the management of 
E. J. (*Lacky”") Baldwin estate. 

That the Vernon hog-raisers and 
the residents of the valley are uni 
against the effort to. make the valle 
a vast piggery, is evident from inter- 
views with D. J. Shultis, ai leading 
land owner of Baldwin Park, and W. 
R. Johnson of Valkey View, chairman 
of the piggery committee spoken of. 
The valley is blessed by a cool sea 
bréeze, which comes up each day from 
the seashore, and thls breeze is a fine 
asset to the tniand town, but is ren- 
dere insufferable by being laden with 
perfumes from the swine corrals al- 
ready in operation on land rented by 
the garbage company. 

That it will be made even more un- 
bearable by the introduction of more 
great droves of hogs is something that 
the residents are sure of. . The’ resi- 
Jents know that the city of Los An- 
geles is on the point of letting the 
garbage contract for a. period of four 
years, and in order to kill off the am- 
bition of the companies to 
make the valley a swine camp. they 
are preparing a vigorous protest for 
the Board of Supervisors. ResiJents 
of Covina are also organizing against 
the coming of the rooters, as the breeze 
comes over the valley. often hanging 
about Covina, although the city is six 
miles distant from the pig péns . 

Several complaints have already 
heen forwarded to the Supervisors, one

DIGGERS OF A PIT. 

Mayor Alexander, Boss Lissner and cer- 
tain members of the City Counci! have dis- 
covered during the past week that Los An- 
geles again needs a new charter. Not quite 
& month has passed since*a special charter 
election was held and a new charter was 
adopted at the behest of these gentlemen. 
It cost the city $12,000 to put fifteen patches 
on the charter which have already proved 
inadequate and unsatisfactory. 

Was all this done inadvertently and with- 
out sufficient advice or careful considera- 
tion? 

Three members of the Council, Messrs. 
Washburn, Stewart and Gregory, issued a 
public statement on March 2, four days be- 
fore the election, in which they said: 

“We need a new charter, not amend- 
ments. These amendments at this time are 
ill-advised and will not permit us to get a 
new chartor in two years.” 

The Times called attention oditerially to 
the- inadequacy and folly of the proposed 
attempt at chartcr amending. We said 
then: 


“What the city necds is not a tattered, 
and patched, and repatched, and patched- 
over-the-patches charter, but a new, cican, 
brief, easily comprehegded organic law that 
will serve as a guide for the enactment of 
wise and needed ordinances and operate as 
a check on foolish and experimental legis- 
“jation. In the present state of the public 
mind it is probably not to be hoped that the 
proposed amendments will be defeated, and 
all that The Times expects to accomplish 
by this article is to place on record its op- 
position to a pending public folly.” 

Of course, now that Mayor Alexander and 
Meyer Lissner have said the same thing, it 
will carry great weight. After the election 
is over, the amendments have begun to take 
effect, and the people have discovered that 


of recall if the voters do not like it, we 
learn from the lips of the real statesmen 
what we only dared to surmise before. 

Mayor Alexander in his message to the 
Council on Monday said: 

“Unquestionably Los Angeles is greatly 
in need of a new charter. That charter 
should be scientific and simple, and com- 
prehensive enough to provide for our rap- 
idly-growing city and to enable us adequate- 
ly to handle the many important enterprises 
we have on hand and which will come with 
our future development. 

“I believe Mr. Lissner’s suggestion a good 
one and would recommend it to your very 
careful consideration.” 

Naturally the Council! did give very 
ful consideration to Mr. Lissner’s sugges- 
tion. Mr. Lissner admitted that his chief 
lieutenants had made a failure of charter 
patchwork and suggested that the National 
Municipal League be offered $5000 to come 
to Los Angeles and see what they could do 
with the charter. The Council has voted to 


extend this offer. 


A question arises whether any body of ex- 
perts will be able to satisfy the present city 
administration with a “simple charter.” The 
chief alm seems to be to have as many or- 
dinances as possible put in the charter 
where it will be impossible to repeal them. 
It is greatly to be feared that the new pan 
tor a charter may be rejected as not sufi- 
ciently ornate. 

Experimental government is expensive 
and it doesn’t get us anywhere. Los Ange 
les wasted a lot of time and money and 
good public energy that should have gone 
toward building a harbor, a harbor railroad 
or some of our much-needed public improve- 
ments. We were aware all the time that 
the charter amendments would do us no 
good and that the fifteen patches would sim- 
ply make our worn-out clothes a little more 
conspicuous; but Mr. Lissner et al. told us 
to put them on any way and see how they 
would look. We venture to repeat another 
suggestion made in the editorial columns 
of The Times on March 3 in regard to the 
charter electfan : 

“Many voters are like tae man who threw 
his dog through a window in order to ascer- 
tain the size of the dog. He kilied the dog 
and broke the window, but then he knew 
exactly how big a hole the dog would make.” 

The new charter amendments have killed 
the voice of the people in choosing their of- 
ficers and have broken the power of the re- 
call. which was to be the all important sub- 
stitute for suffrage. What is left’? All they 
suggest to us is that we must get busy right 
away on a new charter. | 
As a matter of fact the fathers of these 
charter amendments are getting alarmed. 
They have tinkered the charter so that the 
Mayor appoints all the important. officials 
‘except the City Attorney, the City Auditor, 
the City Assessor, the members of the 
Board of Education and the Councilmen. 
But ha-ha! There is a chance that a Mayor 
not of their own choosing might come into 
office. They meant to have it arranged so 
that they could recall the men whom he 
appointed if they were unsatisfactory. Ho- 
ho, ha-ha! Through the bungling patchwork 
no method is left open for the recall of ap- 
pointive officers. They have digged a pit 
for themselves. 


PERATION OF THE INITIATIVE. 

The argument in favor of the initiative 
is that there are laws that the people need, 
or think they need, but cannot obtain be- 
cause they have pot intelligence enough to 
select honest and loyal representatives who 
will give expression to their will. Yet, 
while deficient in judgment of men, it is as- 
serted that the people are themselves en- 
dowed with sufficient knowledge and expe- 
rience to frame the required statutes. 

These contentions are, to say the least, 
somewhat contradictory, yet, if both of them 
be conceded, it must also be admitted that 
while 120 Senators and Assemblymen rep- 
resenting fifty-one counties of a State 1000 
miles long and 300 miles wide, may con- 
gregate and, after weeks of deliberation, be 
able to frame a wise and intelligent law (a 
presumption which the action of the Legis- 
lature now adjourned renders disputablie,) it 
is by no means equally clear that 500,000 
voters, scattered from Siskiyou to San Die- 
go, would be able to agree or even to con- 
sult upoh either the substance or the phrase 
of a statute. 

With the Mitiative im operation, a few 
schemers, desirous of promoting their pri- 
vate interests, might secure the signatures 
of 8 per cent. of the voters to almost any 
law, and the law proposed, although it might 
be crude or even unintelligible in phrase, 
could not be amended, but would have to 
be accepted or rejected as originally formu- 


lated.

In the last 
decade this change of sexual) attributes and 
characteristics was compiete. 

Suddenly, however, another change has 


own. Already they are willing to shift civic 
responsibilities, to permit women to shoul- 
der the world’s burdens. And the women, 
swept on in the inevitable and destinate 
cycle of change, are becoming enslaved as 
were the women of barbaric times. 

In her desire for ‘the ballot, her interfer- 
ence in governmental matters, her invasion 
of the fields of industry and commerce, she 
is obeying the demands of this universal 
change. Her prestige is going. Her para- 
sitic power is on the wane. She is enslav- 
ing herself with responsibilities. She is in- 
vading, all economic and commercial 
branches of human activity. She is gradual- 
ly losing her physical attractiveness. One 
by one she is dropping her personal adorn- 
ments. She is transforming herself from a 
decoration into a utility. She is fast acquir- 
ing the status of a slave. 

As women Invade the masculine field, the 
men are gradually assuming the feminine 
qualities. The sudden and radical change 
from the drab and unbeautiful masculine at- 
tire to gay and colorful integuments is not 
a whimsical and ephemeral fashion, but an 
indication of the approach of barbarism. 
Closely allied to this change in wearing ap- 
parel is the growth in the male of the desire 
for luxury, another indication of barbaric 
instinct. Men have begun to pay more at- 
tention to their gastronomic and physical 
needs; and, on the other hand, the tendency 
in the women of today is away from the ex- 
travagant and opulent and toward the sim- 
ple and ascetic. 

Chivalry is essentially a sign of senility. 
It is the sense of protection of the man for 


women should begin to complain of the de- 
cay of this sentimental virtue in man fs nat- 
ural. Chivalry is a sign of man’s defeat, and 
when the primitive relationship between the 
sexes is once more established, chivalry will 
have subsided into the rational and normal 
sense of protection. The courtesy of privi- 
lege has ever given woman her power. And 
the attempt at the equalization of the sexes 
will divest her of that power and leave her 
in a state of inferiority. Though her power 
is apparently increasing with her acquisi- 
tion of rights and utilitarian qualities, in 
reality she is becoming subjugated, after the 
exact manner of the women of barbarism. 

In all our forms of art the birth of spring 
is manifest. The introspective and complex 
psychology in literature is rapidly being sup- 
planted by the simple and the mythical. 
The spirit of romance, of even childishness, 
ie inepiring our modern writers. This is 
doubly true of the drama. The problematic 
plays, with their intellectual enigmas and 
their philosophica] senility, show strongly 
the invasion of the fanciful and the humor- 
ous. Romance and burlesque are now the 
basis of dramatic popularity. The modern 
reaction in music is likewise significant. 
The tragic operas and the intricate contra- 
puntal tonalities are being crowded from the 
field by romanzas and frothy operettas. In 
painting, the primitive methods are again in 
vogue. Sophisticated technica! ability and 
intricate color-harmonics are characteristic 
of yesterday's painters. Our greatest artists 
- today are monochromists. The abandon of 
the caveman is evidenced to a greater or 
lesser degree in all modern canvases. The 
revival of the art of dancing, with the great 
popularity attached thereto, is another sign 
of spring. 

These are but a few of the symptoms of 
approaching barbarism. The leniency in sex 
matters and -he popularity of the prurient 
novel, though morbid in themselves, are 
nevertheless fingers pointing to primordial 
sensuousness. 

The dawn of barbarism means the end of 
petticoat rule. It is the spirit of April revi- 
talizing the universe. It is the rebirth of 
Paganiem, the resuscitation of barbaric 
splendor. It means the age of innocence-— 
not the hothouse innocence of codes and 
formulas, but the abandoned innocence of 
immorality—the hot, careless, secure inno- 
cence of the child.

CROAKER PICNIC IS ON AGAIN: 
ANGLERS RESUME AT OLD STAND. 


UITE the best news that has egme 
() up to the city from any of | the 

beach resorts this spring, so far as 
fishermen are concerned, is the word 
that the big spotfin croakers again are 
doing business at the old stand—San 
Pedro Inner Harbor. 

In years past, San Pedro Bay has 
been the scene of some historic croaker 
runs, that of 1906, when the big dredger 
in its October work cut through the 
clam beds opposite the cannery and 
ferry landings being still green in the 
memory of veteran local anglers. 
Catches of from a dozen to twenty 
“spotfins” of the largest average side 


some idea of their weight being gath- 
ered from a catch of a dozen and a half 
which fell to the good-fortune af the 
writer and averaged seven and one- 
half pounds, and another even larger 
Catch made by Harry Slotterbeck of 
about the same size. 

The present run is not of such propor- 
tions, nor are the fish as big. For six 
years past, croakers virtually have de- 
serted San Pedro Bay, and not for sev- 
eral years prior were they In any- 
thing like the abundance of up to a 
dozen years ago. Every year there is 
a brief and spasmodic run of these fine 

fish, but usually it is not to be 
epended upon, for the fish are taken

ing or crushing motion, are two other 
plates which combine Into as perfect a. 
machine for pulverizing shell tsh as 
any inventor could conceive. On clean- 
ing a croaker the intestinal tract witi be 
found filled with finely ground shell, 
the fish evidently swallowing: whole 
the cockles, razor-clams and scallops 
it feeds, merely smashing 
them in this mill before passing them 
into {ts stomach, and there 
out the fleshy portions. A_ similar ar- 
rangement of bony palatal plates 
found in the whip or reel-tall stingray, 
although .many anglers never 
pened to notice it.
